It begins at 100 and is raised 
by actions that decrease the number of people living in poverty and is lowered by actions 
that increase the number. 

Popular Support (PS): This begins at 100 and is raised by actions that increase 
financial and political support for RA-RA by allies and potential supporters. It is lowered 
by actions that decrease financial and political support for RA-RA by allies and potential 
supporters. 

Overall Success = (GPR + PS)/ 2
